The book was created in the J-Room using thirteen 
Power Macintoshes, two LaserWriter 16/600 PS printers 
and two scanners, a UMAX Astra 1200S and an Apple 
OneScanner. Aldus Pagemaker 6.5, Vista Scan 2.0, and 
Apple Works 5.0 were used. The theme fonts were 
Chaucer and ChromaScriptSSI. Other fonts used in the 
book were Tmkertoy, Helvetica, Bookman, Klang MT, 
ArabBrush Script, Script Mono Plain, Bubble Soft, Decca 
Display SSI, Wass, Ross, and Esplanade SSi. The copy 
font was Goudy and the captions were Hair Thin Normal. 

Over 10,000 frames were shot by staff photographers 
on Kodak T-Max 400 and 3200 speed black and white 
and color film. All student produced black and white 
photos were printed by staff photographers in the J -Room 
dark room on Kodak Polyconstrast III RC black and 
white paper. Team, group, faculty and senior photos were 
taken and developed by Larry Titak Photography in 
Schererville, IN. All color photos were developed at 
Osco in Griffith, IN.
